In a programme of very mixed character, 
Tauber seemed to be catering for all tastes, 
and certainly his singing, in whatever the 
field of selection, stam him as a master 
of song interpretation—or shall we say the 
master of his art in the realm of classical 
opera and lieder, and the dazzling showman 
in that range of wares which was presented 
in the closing portion of the concert. 

_In his first group he was splendidly impres- 
sive in his rendering of Joseph’s aria, from 
Mehul’s opera, “Joseph in pypt,”’ but it 
was in the singing of Ottavio’s aria, from 
Mozart's “ Don Giovanni,’ that he must have 
dispelled any lingering doubts as to his real 
worth. The recitative was beautifully *e- 
claimed; the phrases were excellently turned, 
and the gradations shaded with artistic touch. 
In the aria there was the true Mozartian line, 


the melody being carried along with a. 


glorious rhythm, and the 
out with a clarity that spoke of 
perfect breath and voice control. There 
was never the suggestion of a smudge; 
even in the dazzling runs in such

ere the singer's breath control was a 
revelation, and one only wished that so many 
of our aspiring singers who gasp and flounder 
about could have been present to profit by 
such an example of control in this so essential 
branch of their art and note how much its 
acquisition added to _ performance. In 
uality of voice and range also Tauber left 
little to be desired. There is a peculiar 
huskiness, almost throatiness, in the quality 
that gs it a distinctive appeal, and techni- 
cally he is the complete singing machine. The

easy, effortless manner in which he switched 


into the mezza di voce in the upper register 
was fascinating, though, perhaps, because he 
is very conscious of his gift, ie is inclined 
to make excessive use of th. mezza di voce. 

Having delighted his audience with his 
operatic selections, Tauber gave them five 
songs from Schumann's ** Dichterliebe,’’ and 
here he showed himself a superb lieder singer. 
The opening two songs, “‘/m wundersschonen 
Monat Ma' and ‘Aus meinen T'ronen 
spriessen,’’ were exquisite samples of love 
songs, full of the most delicate emotional 
play, and were offset by the dancing rhythm 
of ‘Die ose, die Lilie, die Taube,” in 
which the diction was perfect. “ Wenn Ich 
tn Deine auchen seh’’ was also as perfect as 
one could wish it to be, but one did not feel 
quite the same about ‘‘/cé grolle nicht.”’ It 
was sung in the baritone key. evidently with 
a view to effect on the top “‘A” in the big 
closing phrase, ‘‘. . . und sah die Schlang 
die der am Herzen frisst . , .. and even 
Tauber could do no more than strengthen 
the conviction that this was a baritone 
me. However, there was nothing one 
could quarrel with in his singing of 
a Schubert group which included “ Du bist 
die Liut,”” and at last one heard this exquisite 
song being painted as it deserved. It was 
perfect in every little detail. “Die Post,” 
““Impatience ” and the evergreen ‘‘Serenade’’ 
were other Schubert offerings for which one 
felt truly grateful. In his concluding group 
Tauber sang a number of songs from works 
by Lehar and Strauss, of the popular 
musical comedy type; these, one felt, were 
for the cinema “fans,” and they made one 
appreciate how the singer has won such 
success on the screen. The accompaniments 
were played with his usual efficiency by Mr. 
Percy Kahn. 

In the programme there also appeared 
Susan Slivko, a young pianist, who showed 
such excellent touches in the short few 
pieces she played in her one appearance that 
many were disappointed that she did not play 
a second group. There was, for instance, a 
delightful atmosphere about her reading of 
the Chopin “Impromptu in F sharp minor.’’

PROFESSOR AND MRS. BELL 

Professor John Bell, M.A., LL.D., and 
his wife, Mrs. Eila Clarke Bell, yesterday 
celebrated their golden wedding at their 
home in Maidenhead, Berks. 

Professor Bell, who was born in Relaghan, 
near Shercock, in 1853, was, at the age of 
16, appointed headmaster of Kilancheten 
National School. Some years later he 
attended for training at Marlborough Street 
Training College. He subsequently became 
an assistant teacher in the Limerick Model 
School During his residence in Limerick 
he obtained his B.A. Degree in Trinity 
College, Dublin, and was _ subsequently 
appointed headmaster of a large school in 
Edenderry, Portadown, where he married 
the elder daughter of the late Thomas 
Johnson, of that town. 

He was appointed Professor in Marl- 
borough Street Training College, Dublin, in 
1901, which position he held until the 
closing of the college in 1922, During his 
twenty odd years in Dublin he was pro- 
minently identified with Presbyterianism, 
and wags a member of Rutland Square 
Presbyterian Church, where he acted as 
Congregational Hon. Secretary for almost 20 
years. 

Iwo of his sons—Tom, the well-known 
Rugby referee, and Mervyn—are members of 
a firm of Dublin accountants, while three 
others are veterinary surgeons. Joe, who 
served throughovt the war in the Royal 
Veterinary Corps, and recently retired with 
the rank of Major, has been appointed 
veterinary surgeon to the English Jockey 
Club, and is a member of the Egyptian Turf 
Club, while Jack and Horace carry on an 
extensive veterinary practice in the Thames 
Valley district, and Randall is a higher 
sie civil servant in London.

George Coore's First Play 


Memories of the late George Moore’s 
first play, “ The Strike at Arlingford,”’ 
are revived by the gift of a callection of 
theatre programmes recently made to the 
Manchester Central Library by the widow 
of the Jate Allan Monkhouse. Included 
in the collection is the programme of the 
production of the play at the Gentlemen’s 


Concert Hall, Manchester, by the Inde- 
pendent Theatre Company, directed by 
J. T. Grein. 

How “ The Strike at Arlingford ’’ came 


to be written, and incidentally how George 


Moore made his first appearance as a 
playwright, has been told many times 
with elaborations by himself. He had 


seen a play by an author of considerable 
reputation at the time, and expressed the 


opinion that he could write a much better 
play himself. When challenged to do so 

e proceeded at once to write “ The Strike 
at Arlingford,’’ but he failed to shatter 
the reputation of the rival playwright. 
In fact, ‘‘ The Strike at Arlingford ” was 
never a stage success, and in later years 
it was virtually disowned by its author. 

The initials ‘‘ A.N.M.,” which for so 
long figured in the literary columns of the 
Manchester Guardian, were a ed to 
dramatic notices in that paper for almost 
fifty years, so his collection of pro- 
grammes will be a valuable addition to 
the fine series of playbills and pro- 
grammes already in the possession of the 
Manchester Central Library, where they 
are open to inspection by all students of 
the theatre and the drama.

“100,000 Words” 


I see that my friend, “ Atticus,’’ of the 
Sunday Times, has made a _ pardonable 
slip in his reference to: “ As I Was Going 
Down Sackville Street’’ yesterday. He 
credits Dr. Gogarty with the famous re- 
mark during the Civil War in Ireland that 
Mr. de Valera was marching on Dublin at 
the head of a hundred thousand words. 

In fact, it was not Dr. Gogarty who 
made the remark, although, if my memory 
serves me aright, it was in his house that 
it originally was made. The author was 
J. M. N. Jeffries, of the Daily Mail, 
author of ‘‘ Front Everywhere,”’ one of the 
best books of war reminiscences that have 
appeared. 

Jeffries was over here during the Dail 
debates on the Treaty, and for some time 
afterwards. Indeed, he became almost an 
institution in Dublin, and was responsible 
for many witty mots. It was he who 
dubbed Miss Mary MacSwiney as 
‘“ Merciless Minnie,” and some of his 
stories in the Mail added almost as much 
to the gaiety of nations at that grim time 
as Cyril Bretherton’s astonishing stuff in 
the Morning Post. 

“J. M. N. J.’ was among the most 
notable newspaper men of his time. He 
did not know the meaning oftphysical fear. 
I remember during the Civil War, when 
most of us had far too much sense to 
venture “ down Sackville street,” he in- 
sisted on making his way alone into the 
rabbit warren of streets which lay behind 
the Gresham Hotel. His behaviour evoked 
the suspicion of some Republicans who 
were in the neighbourhood—this was while 
the Gresham was being attacked—and 
arrested Jeffries, haling him into the 
basement of the hotel from the back. 

He easily might have been shot; for 
nobody was over-particular in those days ; 
but he was fortunate enough to come across 
Sean MacKEntee, who happened to recognise 
him and had him released, thus restoring 
to journalism one of its shining lights.

The writer does not object 
to these foreigners being introduced here 
when a technically new industry is being 
founded, but strongly objects to the fact that 
in many cases no understudy is trained to

The standard of this musical festival has 
steadily increased from year to year since its 
inception. It has gradually enlarged its 
syllabus to embrace nine sections of national 
culture. One of the competitions, which 
appeals to me tremendously is the “'Gore 
Cup, for voice-production and popularisation 
of national airs. I do not suppose that Irish 
national airs require much ‘‘popularisation, “ 
but certainly ‘‘voice-production’ does need 
it. I have stressed in these columns the 
laxity exhibited by Irishmen and women, even 
in their ordinary speech; and, if this com- 
petition will serve the purpose intended by 
the donors—Mr. and Mrs. Gore-Grimes— 
erhaps, teachers will in future concentrate a 
little more on the matter. 

There is a pernicious theory among singers 
about a word called “accent.” IJ had an 
adopted uncle who knew no note of music, 
but who, in my belief, had sn infallible know- 
ledge of speech-rhythm. He used to say: 
“Don’t say ‘accent,’ say ‘voice.’*’ A sound 
naturally to a singer is supposed to be vocal, 
and yet I have heard time and time again 
singers who, speaking with the broadest pro- 
vincial dialect in Ireland, could sing songs I 
the purity of another tongue, That is either a 
definite trick or else it is erudition. If st 
is a trick, then there is production control. 
If, on the contrary, it be erudition, then 
why not speak as particularly as one sings. 
The make-up of an artist-singer 1s not spas 
modic; it rests both with the speaking voice 
and the singing voice. Perhaps, I have 
argued it down to this point, which is an_old

Moulay Hafid 


The last Sultan of independent Morocco 
died yesterday in France. For twenty-five 
years he had lived in exile in the Depart- 
ment of Seine-et-Oise as a pensioner of 
the French Government, forgotten by the 
world and at peace with his one-time 
enemies. The death of Moulay Abd el 
Hafid, at the comparatively early age of 
64, revives memories of international 
tension and diplomatic difficulties, of 
which his country was the centre in the 
early years of the century. The strong 
strategic position of Morocco, at the 
western entrance to the Mediterranean, 
had led to an agreement between France 
and Great Britain, by which the special 
interests of France in the country had been 
recognised. French control, however, was 
brought about by the revolt against the 
Sultan Abd el Aziz, which gave the throne 
to Moulay Hafid in 1908. The French 
Protectorate was little more than a shadow 
for another four years, when after a period 
of the utmost uneasiness in Europe the 
control of Morocco passéd into the hands 
of a French Governor. It was in 1911 that 
another revolt against the Sultan brought 
Spain and Germany into the already 
difficult situation. France had withheld 
any display of military force, leaving the 
struggle to be concluded by the Moors 
themselves ; but this gesture was misinter- 
preted, probably maliciously, by the 
Governments of Spain and Germany. 
Spanish troops were landed in Morocco 
and a German gunboat anchored off 
Agadir. At once feeling in France reached 
breaking point, and bellicose speeches 
were made by several leading statesmen. 
Swords rattled ominously on both banks 
of the Rhine, and it was felt in Europe 
that Wilhelm II. was about to make his 
long-awaited demand for “ a place in the 
sun.” Had not the British Government, 
under the leadership of the late Lord 
Oxford and Asquith and the Foreign 
Secretaryship of Lord Grey of Fallodon, 
intervened with unusual vigour the situa- 

tion might have drifted quickly into a 
state of war between France on the one 
side, and Germany and Spain on the other. 

The situation was eased by the diplomacy 
of Lord Grey, and was finally resolved by 
the Conference of Algeciras. The in- 

dependence of Morocco, which had for 
many years been merely a diplomatic 

fiction; ceased, and the country passed into 

the Empire of France. Moulay Hafid was 

induced to leave Fez, but it was not until 

he was on his way to the warship that was 

to take him to France that he handed 

over his letter of abdication. While Moulay 

Hafid was living in obscure exile in France 

his country was reorganised by the genius 

of Marshal Lyautey, and made peaceful by 

the military energy of General Gouraud.

When the dis 
advantages of sun-dials and shadow-clocks 
became manifest an effort was made at 
about the end of the seventeenth century 
to ascertain the time at night from the 
position of the Great Bear; ,but that 
scarcely can have been a very satisfactory 
method in these countries, where cloudy 
‘nights are as numerous as those on which 
the stars are visible. It is interesting to 
note the way in which the older and newer 
methods seem to have overlapped. There 
was a water-clock in the England of the 
} seventeenth century, while the oldest 
mechanical clock, in the cathedral tower 
of Salisbury, was installed about 1386.

Solitude’s Charms 
In the days before the secret places of 
the world were ranged by young men with 
publishers’ contracts in their luggage, 
islands held a magical, sweet attraction 
for undominant males, bank clerks and all 
who were oppressed by trams and dingy 
streets. To have one’s own island, 
securely set in a silver sea, was the apex 
of the harassed city dweller’s ambitions. 
There, on his own stretch of warm, white 
sand, he would lie and dream his pleasant 
life away. His own waves would hurry in 
gently to his feet, without being compelled 
to arrive via the feet of about two 
thousand others, and his own waves 
thereby would be the more refreshing. All 
this, as we have said; happened before the

A World Peace Conference? 


Reports that President Roosevelt intends 
taking a more definite part in world 
affairs, with a view to bringing about a 
greater degree of stability in the inter- 
national situation, are taking definite 
shape, and it is suggested that Tuesday— 
the anniversary of the entry of the United 
States into the Great War—may be 
selected as the time for an announcement. 
A world peace conference is spoken of, 
with Copenhagen as the suggested venue ;

By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


AEIR most of the popular 
interest had gone out of the 
International Rugby tournament in 


{ consequence of England’s winning of 


the Triple Crown at Murrayfield a 
fortnight back, a large number of 
Dubliners made the trip to Belfast on 
Saturday to see Ireland and Wales 
play the last game of the season. 

As usual, the Great Northern. Railway 
made admirable arrangements for the 
visitors, and from an early hour Amiens 
street Station was crowded. It is remark- 
able how many prominent Dublin citizens 
follow the fortunes of the Irish Rugby 
team. I noticed, with many others, Mr. P. 
S. O’Hegarty, who for once was tempted to 
leave his bicycle behind; Mr. J. P. 
Colbert, of the Industrial Credit Society ; 
Mr. David Barry, of the “ B. and I.’’; 
Mr. “ Mick” Carson, K.C.; Surgeon 
Freddie Gill, and that perennial pillar 
of the game. Mr. Tom Casement. Indeed, 
Ravenhill Park rang with the Dublin 
accent on Saturday. The Belfast folk do 
not seem to take very kindly to Rugby, 
although the city has produced some of 
the finest exponenis of the game that have 
played for Ireland. But for the Dubliners 
and the Welsh visitors there would have 
been a very poor crowd indeed to see Ire- 
land win a notable game, and it is a great 
pity that so little local interest should be 
taken in the internationals, which at any 
time, and in any conditions, would fill 
Lansdowne road. 

I thought it was a fine game, although 
once again I am at variance with some of 
the experts. I have been present at most 
of the Irish internationals since 1911, and 
I never saw a winning team beaten so 
badly in the set scrums. All honour to the 
three newcomers, who worked like niggers ; 
but I think that most people were sorry 
that Jack Russell, Graves and Seumas 
Deering, who was among the spectators, 
had not been given the chance to show 
their mettle against the Welshmen. 


TOO MANY THRILLS 


The Irish-Welsh match is always full cf 
thrills; but there were rather too many 
Some of the 
forwards seemed to think that the tech- 
nique of Danno O’Mahony, or, at least, 
of Jack Doyle, was more suitable to the 
occasion than the ordinary technique of 
the Rugby code, and they were mixing it 
pretty viciously at one stage of the game. 
Neither side had a monopoly of rougnness, 
although in fairness to the Irish, I think 
that the Welsh began it. 

After that it was anybody’s fight, and if 
I had been the referee a couple of forwards 
would have retired gracefully to the 
pavilion before the end of the game. I 
never have heard an Irish Rugby crowd 
express their open disapproval of visitors’ 
tactics before, but there was vigorous 
boohing at Ravenhill on Saturday ; and I 
must say that some of it was justified. 
Rugby is essentially a clean game.. One 
can play it with any amount of energy— 
nobody wants it to be a “ Cissies’ "’ game; 
but there are, and must be, limits, and 
when it comes to free fights among the 
forwards it certainly is time to call a halt. 


IRISH TACTICS WERE 
RIGHT 


Ireland won, and although the Welsh- 
men were pressing like demons for the 
greater part of the second half, they never 
looked like scoring. The reason was two- 
fold. George Morgan played Old Harry 
with their halves, and at least four Irish- 
men seemed to jump on Wilfred Wooller 
whenever he chanced to get the ball. There 
is no doubt that the Irish tactics were 
right—the result proved that—but one has 
a lingering idea that too much “' spoiling ”’ 
spoils not only the opponents, but also the 
game. The Welsh backs got more of the 
ball than I ever have seen in an interna- 
tional match, but they could do nothing 
with it, simply because they were not let. 

The Belfast crowd differs very greatly 
from that of Dublin. One saw large 
numbers of rather languid late-comers, 
who did not seem to have any real interest 
in the game, but thought it “ the thing ”’ 
to be seen at Ravenhill. At the most 
exciting stage of the game, when Ireland 
was leading by only two points, and the 
Welshmen were swarming on the Irish 
line, I noticed two gentlemen right in front 
of the Press Stand actually having turned 
their backs on the play. One of them, in 
a bowler hat, seemed to be discussing some 
highly abstruse problem—it might, indeed, 
have been some hais point of theology— 
with a friend, and for at least twenty 
minutes the game of Rugby football never 


might have existed so far as they were con-. 


cerned. Yet one presumes they paid to 


get in! 


DRUMS TO BELFAST 


In the morning the city was teeming with 
Welshmen, every one of whom was 
wearing a scarlet beret. Most of them 
had red and white mufflers into the 
bargain, and the flower sellers out- 
side the City Hall did a lively trade in 
dafiodils. Scarlet dolls, toys and_ favours 
of all descriptions were worn by the 
visitors, who were in highly festive mood 
throughout the day. As I was going out 
to Ravenhill in a tramcar, only a few 
minutes before the match was timed, I 
saw a party of Welshmen marching more 
or less in military formation across the 
Albert Bridge with tov drums beating 
merrily—imagine bringing drums _ to 
Belfast—and headed by a drum-major, 
who did not seem to care what happened 
to him. The party certainly best not 
have reached Ravenhill much before half- 
fime; but on such occasions time is of 
smail importance. | | 

The visitors, apart from the team, came 
mostly from South Wales. They were all 
of the pre-Celtic type, remarkably small, 
very dark, and many of them showing by 
their pinched faces signs of the times 
through which South Wales has been 
passing. You could recognise such Welsh- 
men almost anywhere. Even without 
their national emblems they seem to have 
adopted the blue serge suit and the grey 
cloth cap as a kind of uniform for special 
occasions, and I do not suppose that one 
out of twenty of them was more than five 
foot six in height. It was curious to hear 
the Welsh language in the streets of 
Belfast, and one wondered if ever the 
Irish tongue would make itself heard so 
obtrusively in the shadow of the City 
Hall! Stranger things have happened—

SCENES AT CHRISTIAN 
FRONT MEETING

S OME ten thousand people attended 


a meeting of the Irish Christian 
Front, in College Green, Dublin, yes- 
terday, and a large force of Civic 
Guards was kept constantly busy re- 
moving interrupters and intervening 


in scuffles. i 

At the outset the interruptions were for 
the most part of a good-humoured nature, 
and came mainly from a body of young 
men in the crowd directly in front of the 
platform. The police vigorously ejected & 
number of people, including a young 
woman, to the outskirts of the crowd. 

At one period the Guards were worried 
by the situation created by a large body of 
men in the crowd singing in unison the 
‘“Soldiers’ Song” and other songs. 
Finally, however, reinforg¢ements were 
brought up from the College Station, and 
succeeded in encircling one body of inter- 
rupters and removing 
gathering. 


BATONS USED 


Incidents took on a rather ugly 
character at a later stage, when inter- 
ruptions broke out in different parts of the 
Green simultaneously; and at the 
Trinity College end batons were drawn 
and wielded with effect for a few moments 
as the police dispersed a section of the 
crowd. There were several scuffles between 
members of the audience, in which the 
police had to intervene. 

At the close of the proceedings Mr. 
Belton, who presided, said that he had 
been informed that Mr. Frank Ryan, who 
“ran home from Madrid, had attended 
the meeting to cause disturbance.’’ The 
meeting, he said, had sustained the full 
force of the Communists in Dublin in an 
effort to break it up, but they had not 
succeeded. 

Just before the meeting dispersed there 
were some wild rushes along Dame street, 
and a man was chased in the Grafton 
street direction by a large crowd. 

. Resolutions were adopted calling for the 

complete banishment of Communism from 
social life and for the prohibition of its 
propaganda or the profession of its 
doctrines in any shape or form in this 
country, and stating that the meeting, 
being “angpawe gg dissatisfied with the 
principles and practice of the present 
social and economic system, pledge 
members to reduce to practice as fully and 
quickly as possible the principles of social 
justice contained in the Papal Encyclicals, 
and appealing to the Government to 
recognise forthwith General Franco’s 
Government in Spain.

The report that Lord Craigavon is to 
retire from the Premiership ‘and active 
Northern Ireland politics is denied in 
political circles in Belfast. 

The Northern Minister of Labour (Right 
Hon. J. M. Andrews) informed me 
to-day: “ I have no hesitation in declaring 
that there is not a word of truth in the 
statement that Lord Craigavon intends to 
resign.”’ 

A similar report was denied a few 
weeks ago by Lord Craigavon by radio- 
gram from the liner Arandora Star, in 
which he and Lady Craigavon are return- 
ing from a health cruise to the Pacific. 
Lord Craigavon is due to arrive on Wed- 
nesday next. The report was also denied 
by the Deputy Prime Minister (Right 
Hon. H. M. Pollock, the Minister of 
Finance). Lord Craigavon, whose health 
has been greatly improved by the cruise 
to the Pacific, informed the Unionist 
Council several months ago at their annual 
meeting that he would remain Prime 
Minister as long as they desired, and there 
has been no change in that position. 

A number of friends of Lord Craigavon 
are planning a surprise for him on his 
return. A fund was opened a week ago 
to present him with a seaside house on 
the County Down coast between 
Donaghadee and Bangor. A large type 
villa is contemplated, which the Prime 
Minister can visit at week-ends and dur- 
ing the summer months. — Lord Craig- 
avon’s former home, Craigavon House, is 
now an hospital for the Ulster Volunteer 
Force, and Stormont Castle is too close 
to the Parliament Buildings and the 
Government headquarters to afford 
occasional relaxation from official duties.

Mr. Cosgrave said that there were 
certain people which condemined politics 
and the wise sige. but both were necessary 
and vital. No man or woman could afford, 
either in this State or elsewhere, to be 
non-political. 

‘Perhaps the most outstanding feature 
of the present situation in this country 
is the steady emigration of young people,”” 
he said. “‘It is now assuming such an 
alarming tendency as would in another 
country form the subject of collaboration 
and of co-operative effort on the part of 
all sections of the people with a view to 
finding such a satisfactory settlement of 
the economic situation as would arrest 
that drain of blood from our country. It 
is a fact that this has taken place at a 
time when the value of our agricultural 
production has fallen considerably.”’ 


LAND POPULATION 


The central fact of their economy was, 
and must continue to be, the existence of 
a strong, healthy and comfortable popula- 
tion upon the land. That population 
must be enabled not only to live in decent 
comfort itself, but to sell its surplus 
products so as to obtain money wherewith 
to purchase the services which the towns 
rendered to the agricultural community, 
Farmers could be forced into a situation 
whereby they produced merely what 
sufficed to keep body and soul together 
for themselves. Such a situation was 
highly undesirable, involved an immense 
fall in the standard of living of, the 
people, and would inevitably be followed 
by unemployment and decay in towns and 
cities. The whole economic structure was 
built up upon a foundation of rural 
workers, whether they be farmers or 
labourers. Members of the Government 
admitted that under no system of indus. 
trial expansion could all the food pro- 
duced at home be consumed. That being 
so, the home market was of the first 
importance for industrialists and for 
their employés. A policy which aimed at 
building up industries, at giving employ- 
ment in the towns, and which was accom-s 
panied by another policy which at the 
same time reduced the purchasing power 
and standard of living of the rural cori- 
munity could only be described as blind 
and lunatic. It was criminal as well, 
because if it was allowed to operate over 
a long period it would have inflicted 
immense and lasting harm. 

The flights from the land was caused by 
the unsatisfactory situation which obtained 
in the rural areas and which was a direct 
and 
Is World conditions could not be 

lamed. People were leaving the land in 
the hope of finding remunerative employ- 
ment in England or in the towns of Ire- 
land. They served to aggravate 
problem of finding work for the unem: 
plgved in the towns, and also the problem 
of Nousing, and to increase expenses gener- 
ally upon city ratepayers. They were 
attracted to England by the prospect of 
employment and by a much lower cost of 
living, which had the effect of making 
their real wages greater even than they 
appeared to be. A great many of these 
people would settle down in England, re~ 
maining there permanently, devoting their 
talents and their physical strength to the 
building up of that country. They had a 
declining population. That decrease could 
not be arrested so long as there was a 
flight of marriageable young women from 
this country for permanent settlement m 
England. 


RECONSTRUCTION 


United Ireland’s policy was framed to 
reconstruct their national economy on 4 
sound, stable and enduring basis. It was 
devised to secure a greater value in agri- 
cultural production from the land, and 
thus to stimulate the energies of agri- 
culturists in their work. Agriculture in 
this country must no longer compete with 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa on unequal terms, getting 
only three-quarters of the wale price 
against the full prices obtained by Com- 
monwealth countries. 

‘We ask no more, we can be satisfied 
with no*less, than entry of our agricul- 
tural produce into Great Britain on equal 
terms with that of the members, of whom.

The Times observes in a leading article 
‘to-day:—Two industrial disputes have 
become critical; neither is yet out of 
control. One, if it proceeds, will stop 
the coal-mining industry and a good deal 
more as well. The other threatens the 
interruption of London’s essential omnibus 
service. A year of great industrial] activity 
and of mational festivity associated wit 
the crowning of the King will be marred, 
perhaps irretrievably, if either of the 
threatened strikes occurs. ‘That is not to 
say that peace is to be bought at any 
price. The British public will bear a 
great deal of inconvenience, and even less, 
in order to resist any attempt to take 
advantage of its needs and hold it to 
ransom. Intimidation will not succeed 
against a people accustomed to form its 
own judgment of men and their actions. 
While there is time for calm discussion, 
the facts of each case should. therefore, 
be fully stated and examined, so that the 
rights and wrongs may be made known, 
as well as all that fair dealing requires. 
Steadiness, good scnse and good guidance 
will take us safely past danger points that 
are unpleasantly close, but there is no 
time to lose in drifting. Even in the 
mining industry there need be no stand 
still, although there is an apparent pause 
in events pending the ballot vote on a 
strike.

WAVE OF EMIGRATION 


A. quarter of a million people had been 
féreed to leave Ireland since the Free State 
was. established. A new wave of emigration 
was now in being. People were going out at 
the rate of 40,000 te 50,000 a year at the 
present time. The decline of rural Ireland 
continued, in spite of the fact that for years 
the country had had unfettered power to 
protect her economy and to create conditions 
under which the people could make a good 
Christian living in their own country. 

““ No- greater problem faces the country,” 
the lecturer a “than the decay of our 
rural life, for it is not money or banks or 
factories that make a nation, but men and 
women, flesh and blood. A ~depopulated 
country is a depressed country, without 
vitality and without a future. When its pro- 
ductive workers have to flee from the land 
no developments in other directions can make 
good the loss. We may have the richest 
banks in the world, we may subsidise in- 
dustry directly with bounties or indirectly 
with tariffs, but if we do not save Ireland 
from further disintegration there is a sorry 
future in store for us.” No system of doles 
or relief works ever would solve the problem 
of unemployment in rural Ireland. But it 
was entirely feasible to increase the market 
for agricultural produce. The one market 
which could be controlled and expanded by a 
judicious monetary policy was the home 
market. Half the people of Ireland needed 
more and better food. The 45,000 people 
working on relief schemes, the 92,000 regis- 
tered unemployed and the 80,000 in receipt of 
home assistance were living at the barest 
level of subsistence; many of them far below 
it.. The school children of Ireland constituted 
a great potential market for milk, and by a 
suitable policy they could be turned into an 
actual market, with immense benefit to the 
health of the nation. 

There was labour needing employment and 
land needing development. Money, the mere 
social machinery to enable idle labour and 
idle land to be used to create more wealth, 
was lacking. i 

The financial system did not permit the use 
of idle labour and undeveloped resources to 
provide a jivelihood for the people of the 
Gaeltacht. : 

“Money,” the lecturer concladed, “is a 
social mcchanism of vital importance to the 
whole community. The present method of 
issuing money through the agency of banks, 
carrying on business in the interests of private 
shesphatters, is no longer-sufficient fo enable 
us to expand the home market for agricultural 
produce, te protect our price levels, or to put 
our idle labour to work on our unused land. 

“The State must institute some means of 
issuing and regulating money to enable our 
social needs to be .met.”’

(8) Germany has limited the use of her men 
to technical assistance and to anti-aircraft 
defence. A few pilots fight in the air. The 
possible loss of moral and prestige is not 
going to be risked by sending men into the 
line to fight on foreign soil for a cause which 
the ordinary man may not consider his own. 
This wise restraint has not been. copied by 


ar 

e hold-up of the attack. on the 
Guadalajara-Madrid road may be explained 
quite easily. In appalling weather conditions 
the leading elements of the one and only 
\Italian mechanised division (perhaps 8,000 to 
9,000 fighting men), got too far ahead of the 
flanking and slower-moving Spanish columns. 
The consequent destruction of advanced 
detachments illustrates the lesson that, in 
modern warfare with fast-moving transport, 
only highly trained staffs and personnel can 
make efficient use of complicated mechanical 
inventions. 

On the blood-stained soil of Spain the latest 
war material of Russia, France, Italy and 
Germany is being tested. 

(9) As regards the use of aircraft and 
tanks, no new lessons have been learnt. !t 
is doubtful whether as many as 200 planes 
have ever been in the air at one moment 
over the whole country. I have seen a 
derelict Russian tank with its half-inch 
armour pierced by at least half a dozen 


small-calibre anti-tank bullets. Germany has. 


now got an anti-tank hand grenade contain- 
ing a compound which, on ignition, gives out 
a greater heat than thermite. 

" (10) General Franco has all the effectives 
he wants. As he has had so many volunteers 
he has not as yet been forced to call up 
classes of over 26 or 27 years of age. 

(11) Many people in this country fear that 
Germany and Italy will get their pound of 
flesh out of General Franco by territorial con- 
sessions or leases. I would submit that 
Russia, Germany and Italy are all fighting 
for their ideologies in Spain—for, or against, 
Communism. 

Mr. Fenner Brockway, at the Easter Con- 
ference of the I.L.P. at Glasgow, is reported 
in certain organs of the Press to have de- 
clared that ‘‘ When the story of the Spanish 
War was written it would be found that the 
assistance which the French Revolutionary 
Left Party had given to the Spanish workers 
in the way of supplies and enabling volun- 
teers to go through would be equal to that 
of any party in the world.”’ 

But, although these efforts are not In my 
opinion directed to the acquisition of terrt- 
tory, commercial agents of the Powers con- 
cerned are working quietly to undermine and 
ruin British trade in Spain. 

(12) When the Peninsular War was over a 
Spaniard was asked what he thought of the 
English as compared to the French. He 
replied that the difference was as between two 
bad smells! To-day, in Western Spain, 
Russia and France are the “ bad smells ’’: 
Italy is joining that collection; Germany will 
soon have an unpleasant aroma, With a 
little understanding and. sympathy and with- 
out any intervention, Britain may give out 
quite a pleasing odour.—I am, etc.,

According to statements made at an in- 
quest which was held by the Dublin City 
Coroner, Dr. MacErlean, in the Meath 
Hospital, Dublin, on Saturday, Mrs. Annie 
MacInnes, aged 46 years, of 55: Upper Rath- 
mines road, concerning whose death the in- 
quest was held, was sitting at the fire sew- 
ing last Thursday afternoon when a piece of 
coal “‘jumped’’ out and set her clothing 
alight. She ran to the garden for her son, 
whose shouts were heard by neighbours, and 
was found lying in the garden with smoke 
coming from her garments and her dress and 
overall singeing beside her. She was taken to 
Meath Hospital and died there the next 

ay. 

Dr. Victoria Coffey, who described the 
burns, said that Mrs. MacInnes told her that 
she was sewing at the fire when the coal 
“jumped out and caught her clothing.” 
Death was caused by shock and heart failure,
